“Agin” Everything 


Premier Hepburn seems to be “agin” 
everything relating to an overhaul and 
modernization of the constitution. He is 
against the extension of broader powers 
to the Dominion, against the investigation 
of Dominion-provincial relations by an 
appointed commission, and particularly 
against the claims and views of the west- 
ern provinces. 

Which is neither very surprising nor 
very encouraging. What would be sur- 
prising, and equally encouraging, would be 
that Premier Duplessis should take the op- 
posite stand. 

Of that there is little prospect. The two 
have been consorting, with a pretty gen- 
eral understanding that they were pre- 
paring to “gang up” against the west and 
against any revision of the constitution 
that would restore the undermined author- 
ity of the national parliament. Mr. Du- 
plessis can be depended on to supply the 
“me too” echo of Mr. Hepburn’s unhelp- 
ful presentation. If he doesn’t, his popu- 
larity in the rest of Canada will go up. 


The Annual Guessing Contest 


Wheat prices made a new four-year 
low record in Chicago Monday. Simul- 
taneously came news from London that 
the driest spring in 150 years threatens 
Europe with a crop so small the belliger- 
ents there may even stop talking about 
war, knowing they would starve if they 
started one. And the economist of a Cana- 
dian bank issues a monthly report citing 
statistics to show world supplies are down 
and the Canadian farmer likely to get a 
good price next fall. 

This helps to explain why men lose 
money in the wheat pit, and why farmers 
sometimes lose money producing a crop. 
The prediction that prophecies shall fail 
never comes true oftener than in the wheat 
business. In this case all parties con- 
cerned should know whereof they speak; 
and they reach conclusions as far apart 
as the poles. The only that 
those who back one view or the other are 
going to lose.

He also states—and this ‘is important— 
that with the busses coming into opera- 
tion the five cent fare will yield a surplus 
regularly. But he recommends a return to 
the four-for-a-quarter fare rate to assure 
the surplus amounting to enough to meet 
the whole cost of the rehabilitation, esti- 
mated at $150,000 a year on the average. 
This calculation is based on the supposi- 
tion that traffic will grow not faster than 

25,000 passengers per year. From which 
the inference may be drawn that should it 
grow substantially faster, the five-cent 
fare would bring in the required sum. 

It is unfortunate this report was not 


| made ten years ago. Since that time a mil- 


lion dollars have been spent reconditioning 
the track from 109th Street and Jasper to 
SO0th Street and 118th Avenue. This ex- 
pense, or a good part of it, could have 
been avoided had the replacement been 
started sooner. The expense having been 
made, and the track put in first-class 
condition, the question is whether it would 
be worth while to neutralize the invest- 
ment in order to introduce the busses on 
this route. Elsewhere, economy seems to 
support the change, which is in line with 
the scrapping of street railway systems 
in other cities. 

In the main the report endorses the 
evidence of some other reports by special 
investigators—that the men in charge of 
the city’s utilities are competent to advise 
council as to their adaptation to changing 
needs and modern equipment.

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Your Health DR. FRANK McCOY 


The prevention of sinus trouble deals with 
those measures which create a condition favor- 
able to good health and a high state of resistance. 
These measures are in themselves quite simple, 
but it is not always a simple matter to carry 
them out when the patient works indoors at 
sedentary work. 

For example, exposure of the skin to plenty 
of sunlight is one of the best health habits and at 
the same time is of value in preventing sinus 
trouble, and yet the indoor worker putting in 
the usual eight hours a day may find it hard to 
get out in the sun regularly. Sometimes this can 
be arranged by getting to work a little earlier 
and taking a slightly longer lunch hour which 
provides 20 to 40 minutes to be spent out walk- 
ing in sunlight. Or, a substitute for the sun may 
be obtained by taking ultra-violet ray treat- 
ments over the entire body. 

The patient with sinus trouble who is con- 
fined during the week will find it an excellent 
health investment to spend as much of the week- 
end as possible out of doors and a special effort 
should be made to wear a bathing suit at least 
part of the time while on these week-end jaunts, 
With the summer season coming on, this advice 
has a practical side. 

Another excellent health habit which will 
aid in the prevention of sinus trouble is exer- 
cise, especially walking. Exercise in the open 
air is especially good and may well consist of 
walking 3 to 5 miles a day. Physical culture 
exercises taken early in the morning and also 
in the evening are beneficial. Exercise and well- 
being go together and the one who is one hun- 
dred per cent well is in little danger of sinus 
trouble. 


Still another good health habit is the eating 
of vegetables. Use non-starchy vegetables in 
abundance and especially the green, leafy 
variety. They will help to build a healthy blood 
stream, will aid in correcting constipation, and 
will provide the vitamin A which the mucous 
membrane seems to need to stay normal in every 
respect. 

Resistance is often lowered by fatigue and 
therefore it is a wise plan to remain really rested 
by securing sufficient sleep. Many potential sinus 
sufferers are of the intellectual type and they 
find many interests to keep them up too late at 
night, when they would be far better off from 
the physical standpoint by going to bed an hour 
or two earlier. 

In general, we might say that anything fav- 
orable to health is unfavorable to sinus trouble. 
Good elimination from the digestive tract; good 
habits of breathing; plenty of exercise, sunlight 
and sleep; right food; and avoidance of mental 
or nervous tension, all favor health. 

Once sinus trouble has developed, the treat- 
ment I find to be the best is the fasting and diet- 
ing treatment which will clean out the affected 
cavity and encourage repair on the part of the 
membrane. The fast should continue for about 
five days and the patient should take at least one 
enema daily during the fasting regimen. 

Local treatments are used to supplement this 
systemic treatinent, consisting of local ultra 
violet ray treatments given inside the nose and 
the use of mild antiseptic washes which promote 
better drainage. With the combination of local 
and systemic treatment it is nearly always pos- 
sible to bring about permanent relief in cases of 
sinus trouble of mild or average severity. Only 
in the most severe cases do I find it necessary to 
tell the patient that surgery is required for the 
purpose of enlarging the openings, draining the 
pus, removing polypi within the sinus, or rernov- 
ing part of the diseased membrane. In serious 
cases, surgery is the only way out but often the 
sick sinus will get well without it when the case 
is not so severe and when the proper measures 
are used. I will be glad to send you my article 
on Sinus Trouble if you desire it and will for- 
ward your request.

Questions And Answers 


QUESTION: Jack V. asks: “Is there any 
truth in the theory that the presence in the 
mouth of two fillings which are unlike, cause 
an irritation of the mucous membrane leading 
to cancer?” 

ANSWER: There is considerable evidence 
that when the teeth are filled with dissimilar 
metals, that this may be conducive to mouth 
irritation because of the fact that the saliva 
may bring about the generation of slight electric 
currents. However, most medical authorities 
agree that further research will be necessary to 
determine whether this factor is of any real 
Significance in producing sufficient irritation to 
pave the way for cancer of the mouth. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Thelma C. wants to know: 
“Is it necessary for the housewife to take ex- 
ercises in view of all of the activity she gets by 
sweeping, bed-making, and dusting.” 

ANSWER: Because of the fact that most 
housework encourages a bending forward of the 
body it is usually a good plan to take special ex- 
ercises which will counteract the tendency to 
stoop over. However, if the daily tasks are done 
with the body held in the correct posture, with 
all bending from the hips, corrective exercise is 
usually not necessary. Try to keep the spine 
straight while working and do not allow the 
body to slump over and your housework will 
then be of value in preserving the figure. 

QUESTION—Mrs, Thomas L. asks: “I believe 
that my stomach must have fallen, as everything 
I eat seems as heavy as lead, and the stomach 
just refuses to digest food the way it ought to. 
Is there any home test I could use for myself 
to see if it is prolapsed?” 

ANSWER: A simple home test which may 
sometimes be used with good results to find out 
if the stomach is prolapsed is to drink one pint 
of ice cold water first thing in the morning. Then 
take the backs of the fingers and run them over 
the left side of the abdomen. In this way you 
will locate the cold spot and thus determine 
roughly the position of the stomach. If the 
stomach has sagged several inches, the cold spot 
will be very low on the left side. However, in- 
stead of guessing about your case, I believe the 
best plan is to go and be examined,

One of the important recom 
mendations made by Mr. Wilson, 
consulting engineer and partner 
in the Toronto firm of Wilson 
and Bunnell, is that the present 


five-for-a-quarter be increased to 
four tickets for 25 cents. This 
boost in fares would enable the 
city to pay for the ten-year de- 
velopment out of current earn- 
ings, an appropriation of $150,000 
a year being necessary for this 
purpose, according to the report. 


With reference to the five-cent 


| fare, Mr. Wilson said the only other 
publicly-owned transportation sys- 
tem in Canada operating on this 


tariff was the Regina street railway 
Substantial deficits have occurred 
|in the operation of the Regina sys- 
| tem on this rate, he stated. 


BIG DEFICIT HERE 

| Similarly, he said, the Edmonton 
street railway which had operated 
at an average deficit of $50,000 a 
year since its inception in 1908, 
could not be self-sustaining with 
the existing tariff of five tickets 
for 25 cents. 

Reviewing the main points in his 
report, Mr. Wilson declared that 
cities in the United States of com- 
parable size to Edmonton were 
turning to trolley bus operation, 
40 of them having already aban- 
doned tram lines for the trackles 
buses. While Montreal is the only 
city in Canada in which trolles 
buses operate. this form of trans- 
portation is gaining in popularity 
and is now being considered by 
other points in the Dominion, he 
stated

OTHERS BUY TRAMS 

Ald, J. H. Ogilvie questioned the 
recommended trolley bus operation 
here in the light of recent pur- 
chases of street cars in Vancouver 
and Montreal.

DIZZY DEAN HURLS THIRD TRIUMPH AS CUBS WIN 


Al G. Tarn 
Is Confident 
Of Derby Win 


LOUISVILLE, Ky, May 4~—A 
Canadian hog-raiser who has turned 
a horse-racing hobby into a thriving 
business figures he'll have some- 
thing ta say about the 64th running 
of the Kentucky Derby next Satur- 
day. 

He is A. G. Tarn, the Winnipeg 
sportsman who has his Wise Fox, 
son of Gallant Fox, 1930 Kentucky 
Derby winner, entered in Saturday's 
great race. 

“I've got what I consider a mighty 
fine horse in Wise Fox,” said the 
genial, 45-year-old owner and 
trainer today as he watched his 
horse cool off after a short breeze. 


COMES UP TO PAR 

“He's done everything I've asked 
of him and if he runs his race Satur- 
day, Stagehand, Fighting Fox and 
those other horses will at least 
know they have been in a horse 
race.” 

Tuesday afternoon, however, Wise 
Fox failed to place in the one mile 
derby won by Maxwell Howard's 
The Chief, stablemate of Stagehand 
and also a Kentucky Derby favorite. 

Wise Fox caught Tarn’s eye at 
Hialeah Park last winter. Then he 
was the property of William Wood- 
ward and was being trained by 
James Fitzsimmons, who will saddle 
Fighting Fox Saturday. The Cana- 
dian horseman was willing to pay 
$5,000 for the colt but he wasn't 
sure that was enough. Much to his 
surprise, Woodward gave Fitzsim- 
mons permission to sell. 

Since donning Tarn’s black and 
white silks, the Fox has won three 


races, including the Louisiana 
derby, and finished second in four 
starts. 


GOT A CHANCE 

“I wouldn't be willing to post that 
$500 starting fee Saturday if I didn't 
think he had a chance,” declared 
Tarn. ‘After all $500 would keep me 
in betting money for some time.” 

Tarn got into the sport more or 
less accidentally about 20 years ago. 
A friend, who owned some horses, 
needed money so Tarn purchased 
them. Once in the game, he went at 
it heart and soul. He still has some 
1,200 hogs on his Canadian farm 
but he spends most of his time with 
the horses. His stable numbers 20 
with 18 of them at Aurora. 

The Canadian gained something 
of national reputation two years 
ago when he sent out Rushaway to 
win the Illinois and Latonia derbies 
on successive days after an over- 
night trip of 300 miles. He still con- 


siders Rushaway his best horse but 
kind of thinks Wise Fox will prove | 
himself even better.
